The Religion and Principles of the 
late Unfortunate D. of Monmonth are but too well 
knownz nor are we ignorant, who it was , that 
aſſiſted the Traytor Armſtrong at his unhappy 
Exit, without obliging him to an humble Confeſ- 


fron of his Crimes, and an acknowledgement of 


the Injury done to his King and Country. 

As ecks Paper, loſe bs Mr. M. the Reader is 
by A. P. refer'd to him, whom it more immediate. 
ly concerns : And for the calling of the Conftable 
by the Son of Mr. 7. it was not altogether impru. 
dently thought of, the Diſorder being very great 
towards the end of the Conference 3 and the Dr's 
throwing out ſuch malicious Propoſitions, as ar- 
gu'd ing but an imbitter'd Spirit againſt A. P. 
and his Religion, ſeconded by the rude Clamours 
of the Dr's Adherents, might give ſome ſuſpition 
of a beginning a Ryot. 

The Dr. having now ended his Relation of the 
Conference, returns afreſh to Reproach and Defa- 
mation (a vein of which, little becoming the Cha- 
rity, he: Kypocritically pretends to, runs indeed 
through bis whole Diſcourſe , and repeats, that 
the Boy, Since be had been in this new way, bad 
troubled the Houſe, miſ-ſpent his Time, and become 
an intollerable Lyary andiin general; That be was 
wnch worſe in his Morals, be had been tem- 
per'd with. - This 1s ſo vile a Calumny, that Z. P. 
(thoughrepreſented by the Dr. as a leſs calm man) 
has not Gall enough to returnit upon his Door- 
ſbip, as he-deſerves. Did the Dr. know as much 
of Catholiche Morals, as 4. P. does, and had he

once deſign'd to oblige Mr, U. and Mrs. U. by a publick 
Notary to deliver the matter of Fact; but' on ſecond 
Thoughts he reſoly'd to let them rake their \wing, fo to 
be better inform'd,of the Stories they have told, The In- 
nocent Apprentice, having been Defam'd by common 
Spreaders of falſe Reports , deſires, the World will con- 
ſider, - how far their Teſtimony is to be Credited; and he 
Pities the Dr. for being ſo led by the Noſe, as to believe 
on the Word of ſuch Perſons, That to be true, which he 
knew by his own certain knowledge to be otherwiſe. 

A P. farther informs the World, that he has fately re- 
concil'd two zealous Proteſtants; one of which had been 
with the Dr. and fincereiy deſir'd to be ſatisfy'd in the 
following 2ueries: 

Firſt, How the Dr. could make appear, thix the Prote- 
ſtant Religiun deſcended by an un-interrupted Succeſſion from 
the Apoſtles.

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The ſecond Query was, How the Church of England, 
granting her ſelf to be Fallible (and, for ought ſhe knows, in

Here the Dr. grew a little warm, andcall'd the Party 
Impertinent, Impudent, 8c. ſaid, That theſe were Queries 
to emtrap him,that the Party had betn Titour'd by ſame Je- 
ſuit, #6. Now this was a moſt Dottor-like and dire&t 
Anſwer , andenough to keep the moſt flutuating Mind 
in an equal Ballance, and fixit to the Rock of Truth. 

The third Qwery was, Whether one might ſecurely before 
GOD bebeve that the infinite number of Miracles, related 
by moſt virt wons and (earned Men in all Ages to have been 
wrought in Confirmation of the Roman Catholick Faith, 
were all Lies, Cheats, and Fiftions of Impoſtares. If ſo, 
then there was no more Faith te be given to Man, and 
the Church of Evg/and wonld fall to nothing, being 
grounded on_a frofampeicn , borrow d from @—_— 
Hiſtories, of Innovation and Corroprions in the Romrſh 
Church; if not, ghar is, if theſe Miracles ought to be be- 
liev'd, then again the Reformation feem'd defeared, ſince 
GOD ( who can't be Author of a Lye,) had poſitively 
acted for rhe Roman Church againſt that of England. 

. Now this was an horned Beaſt of a Dxery, which rais'd 
the Dr's Warmneſs to a great height, which he mainly 
diſcharg'd on his dubious Client. And a direQt Anſwer 
not occurring, (as indeed there could not) he us'd an in- * 
direct way of arguing, and took an oblique ſtroke, able 
to give an eternal overthrow to the Roman Church. You 
talk, (aid he) of Miracles in: the Romiſh Charch, Ile - 
fhew in one Example, what credit they are of: There 
was upoth a time a certain Prieft , who got Money by 
expoſing the Head of a pretended Saint to the Perples Chars- 
table Veneration, Now, as Providence would bdave it, 4 
Chirnrgion, on what ſuſpition I know not, pierc'd this Sa nt- 
ly Head with his Lance, and found it to be 4 piece of Parch- 
ment, Now, ſaid he, tell me of Roman Miracles agam. 
This was certainly the happieſt firoke of a Lance, we 
ſhall ever find mention'd in —_ : If his Hand was -

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that of a Lady, his Eyes were at leaſt thoſe of an Eagle, 
and his Heart of a Lyon. I wonder this Chirurgion is 
not Canoniz'd by the pretended Reformers for thus rotal- 
ly routing the Remiſh Church, Whatneed then of tum. 
bling over Concordances, and beating mens Erains, to 
ſearch our miſ-apply'd Texts of Scripture, and. bring 
them in by Head and.Shoulders againſt Popery, an [n- 
ſtance whereof we have in that learn'd Catechiſm, lately 
cry'd about the Streets; and, to give it the greater Cre- 
dt, Father'd 09 our Dr. when this one Story of the Chi- 
rurgion, with the help of Dr. T's Application , would 
every whir as well do the Feat. and be as much to the 
purpoſe : As you may ſee by this Specimen. Maſter, Were 
there ever any Miracles wrought in the Roman Church theſe 
twelve hundred years? Scholar, Noyfor there was a Chirur- 
gion, &c, Maſter, Muſt we then believe, that all thoſe, re- 
counted by St. Auguſtin, Se. Gregory, SF. Bernard, Yene-. 
rable Beda, and infinite others, were ſo many Impoſiares ? 
Scholar, Tes, for there was a Chirwrgion, &c. Can any man 
be ſo unreaſonable, as to defire a more irrefragable Proof 
of the Roman Charches Exrours, - 

But A. P. (not to injure the Dr.) grants, that headded 
another Story, to fix this wavering mind, in an averſion 
to the Roman Church, and it was of a Perſon of his own 
acquaintance, who had been at Rowe, where he had 
known thoſe, who for Six pence 4 month, obtain'd a Diſpen- 
| ſation to live at diſcretion, and violate the Co 
God aud the Church at pleaſure. Now had this Story fall'n 
from Dr. Tit#s's mouth (when he was eſteem'd the Savi- 
our of the Nation) A. P. tho' knowing/it to be falſe, 
would not yet have dar'd to contradict it, when iffui 
from ſuch venerable Lips. But having it only from Dr. 7. 
(who cannot be thought more Infallible than his Church)
